Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiners Choi and Diaz and Mr. Schmok discussed the 101 and 
112 rejections made in the Office Action mailed June 19, 2006. Mr. Schmok presented claim limitations to be added, 
and a discussion was held regarding the effect of the proposed claim limitations on the 101 and 1 12 rejections. 
Examiners Choi and Diaz explained the rationale behind the interpretation of non-functional data, explaining that the 
specific data was not instrumental in the practice of the invention, and that other types of data could be used in its 
place. The specification and its support for claim limitations were also discussed, and Examiner Choi suggested that 
applicant incorporate some of the language found in the specification into the claims. Examiner Choi suggested that 
the applicant address the 101 and 112 rejections made, and that they would be reconsidered, along with any claim 
amendments . 
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
